Bronze Star 
Medal Giyen 
Wm. Turman

Tech. Sgt. William H. Turman 
of Torrance, has been awarded 
the Bronze Star Medal for he­ 
roic achievement during military 
operations against the enemy in 
Germany and Belgium.

Sergeant Turman Is serving 
as platoon guide and platoon 
sergeant with the 333rd Infan­ 
try Regiment of the 84th (Rail- 
splitter) Division.

His citation, signed by Maj. 
General A. R. Boiling, read in 
part: "His outstanding leader­ 
ship was first noticed when he 
led his men spearheading the 
attack against. Suggerath, Ger­ 
many. During the Battle of the 
Ardennes, his courage so inspir­ 
ed his men that despite their 
poor physical condition because 
of exposure to the cold, they 
were able to march five miles 
and take 50 prisoners leading a 
battalion in an attack.

,"In Bielefeld, Germany, he 
took command of his platoon 
after his platoon sergeant had 
been wounded, directed his men 
In clearing enemy resistance .and 
personally killed five Germans."

Sergeant Turman was previ­ 
ously awarded the Combat In­ 
fantryman Badge for outstand­ 
ing performance of duty In ac­ 
tion against the enemy.
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Living Memorial Is Plan of VFW

"We Must Not Forget! We 
will not forget.

"If Our Heroic Dead Could 
Speak, what would they ask for? 
Statues? Tablets? Things? No! 
They would demand of us a re- 
dedication to the living Ideals 
for which they gave their all — 
all they Had to give — Their 
Lives.

"They did not lay down their 
lives on foreign battlefields for 
things; they did It for ideals, 
tho realistic ideals that under- 
gird freedom and peace.

"Shall we again try to com-, 
memorate their sacred memories 
with things, and ourselves again 
turn to things — and ultimate 
disillusionment? This time let's 
'Immortalize1 their heroism as a 
living force for lasting peace. 
We can do that by keeping their 
ideals alive as directing forces 
within ourselves and each other.

"Our living memorial building 
./ill help us do it, visually re­ 
mind us and inspire us to do it, 
if we "Activate'1 them — with 
service to the living veterans 
and their loved ones, long after 
signing of peace treaties and 
"scraps of paper."

Building Will Serve
"We propose to .make our 

Memorial building available as 
a permanent Veterans Servlec 
Center. We are confident'that a 
grateful community is more than 
anxious to do everything within 
its power to assist returning vet­ 
erans in their readjustment to 
civil life, and to aid.from time 
to time as necessity dictates — 
long after they have been reha­ 
bilitated. Realizing that the vet­ 
erans problems are really civil­ 
ian problems, we know that a 
center of this type and nature 
is this community's answer to 
the problem of how best to 
serve and help the returning 
service man or woman, and to 
continue to help them in the 
future.

"We, who fought the last war 
— the war to end all wars — 
have asked the boys and girls 
overseas, and canvassed the re­ 
turning veterans, to determine 
Just what they want us to do 
for them. Almost without ex­ 
ception these men and women 
have answered, "Give us a ser­ 
vice center that is both practical 
and useful — purposeful. Meet 
us half-way." That is little to 
ask of us.

We want to have such a cen­ 
ter in "actual" .operation when 
they return home.

The Site'—The Building .•
"In considering the purchase 

of a site for the location of any 
Veterans' Building, many factors 
must be carefully weighed and 
considered. The group of Inter­ 
ested citizens who provided the 
means with which to purchase 
the site for our proposed build­ 
ing, spent many weeks debating, 
Investigating and determining 
the advantages and disadvan­ 
tages of the several sites avail­ 
able. All of the ramifications of 
a venture of this type and mag­ 
nitude wor'e thoroughly dis­ 
cussed. .

"The principal considerations 
were: (1) How will 4t best 
serve? (2) What is the best lo­ 
cation? (3) What will it cost?

"It was decided that the cen­ 
ter would serve best in a cen-

trally located section, and that 
we could derive most from the 
dollar expended by choosing the- 
old Ford building site at 1514 
Cabrlllo ave. and restoring the 
structure. This will also serve 
to beautify the only remaning 
eye-sore In Torrance, remove a 
dangerous obstacle and general­ 
ly improve the features of the 
Torrance business district. The 
restoration of this building will 
cost far less than attempting to 
create an entirely new edifice 
in a more remote section where 
It would not provide maximum 
service to the veterans and" to 
the community, but rather serve 
only as a meeting place for our 
organization and possibly dis­ 
commode Individuals not inter­ 
ested in our cause.

Location Important
"We realized, too, that a Vet­ 

erans Building should not occupy 
the most valuable realty in any 
community, it should not be lo­ 
cated in the path of future de­ 
velopment, It should not inter­ 
fere with the quietness of resi­ 
dential areas. It should, how­ 
ever, be located adjacent to the 
business district and on the 
main thoroughfare, at the most 
convenient point for transporta­ 
tion facilities, with the least 
parking problem insofar as In­ 
dustrial and commercial inter­ 
ests are concerned. We earnest­ 
ly believe that the Site chosen 
by our friends and members 
possesses all of the desirable 
features and none of the disad­ 
vantages usually attendant In 
group choosing.

"The Torrance Veterans build- 
Ing will not only serve as a 
meeting place for our organiza­ 
tion and ladles auxiliary, but 
will be shared by our junior and 
other affiliated groups, also as 
headquarters for men and wo­ 
men In the armed forces sta­ 
tioned nearby. It will also serve 
as headquarters for visiting vet­ 
erans, visiting service men and 
women, and those on leave- or 
passing through Torrance.

"There are a number of meth­ 
ods by which a Veterans' Center 
may be financed. Some cities 
are fortunate enough to have 
.wealthy members -who. under­ 
write the construction, some re­ 
sort to raffles, home talent 
shows, turkey shoots, and the 
like. These latter take a long 
period of time. We feel that 
our building Is both needed and 
wanted now. The cost of our 
building will be subscribed by 
patriotic and civic organizations 
and groups, Industries, firms and 
citizens. Let us assume that ev­ 
ery citizen in Torrance sub­ 
scribed the sum of $1 each. 
This sum would suffice for our 
building costs. This, of course, 
cannot be realized. There is al­ 
ways a small percentage of any 
population who will not subscribe 
to any cause, worthy or other­ 
wise. We have no quarrel with 
this faction. We respect every 
man's opinion and policy. Never­ 
theless, we would like to com­ 
plete our project with the help 
of well-meaning citizens. We 
want to be able to point to our 
building with justifiable pride 
and be In a position to say that 
the project was followed through 
to early and successful comple­ 
tion with the help of our clti-

Torrance Facing 
Jurisdictional 
Suit Over Water

the revelation of the pending 
lawsuit.

Alexander's company serves 
Gardena, Culver City, Lawndale, 
Lennox and other communities 
north of Torrance, and not the 
southwest section of Torrance as 
previously reported.

Brought to light was the fact 
that the ground-water interests 
will seek to determine how much 
ground-water Torrance and oth­ 
er private companies and munic­ 
ipal districts in the West Basin 
are entitled to and then prorate 
the supply to these districts. 
Districts which have an outside 
supply, such as Metropolitan wa­ 
ter, Vvlll be compensated for the 
additional cost of the imported 
water by all companies and com­ 
munities involved. Thus, it is 
hoped, the water-level of under­ 
ground supply will be main­ 
tained sufficient to shut out the 
Inroads of saline which threat­ 
ens the West Basin.

The lawsuit will be patterned 
after the famous Raymond Bas­ 
in suit, in which Pasadena sued 
all users to decide the jurisdic­ 
tion to the water underground. 
When the rights were deter­ 
mined, the supply of under­ 
ground .water was pro-rated, and 
the deficit met by Metropolitan 
water with the ground-water 
users paying for the additional 
cost of those required to use 
MWD supply.

Expansion Challenged
That the suit at this time 

might have considerable bearing 
on Torrance's future expansion 
was declared by Mayor W. H. 
Tolson, long an advocate of ade­ 
quate water .development.

If the rights of Torrance to 
underground supply were based 
pn the present usage and did 
not consider future development, 
It would be unfair, the mayor

zens—not in spite of objectors 
and cranks.

"No veterans program can be 
completely successful without a 
good deal of community sup­ 
port. We recognize this quite 
realistically, and feel confident 
that the good citizens of Tor­ 
rance realize this equally well. 
Local cooperation and coordina­ 
tion Is not only important, it is 
essential. The variety and com­ 
plexity of services outside the 
scope of Federal, State and 
County programs will demand 
our fullest support and concert­ 
ed effort. All of these things, 
and more, will be handled in 
this community — for the com­ 
munity." "

declared.
Thus the immediate import­ 

ance of Torrance merging its 
water needs into one big pro­ 
gram was presented as the great 
need of the day.

All companies which supply 
Torrance would be involved in 
the suit, as follows: Torrance 
Municipal Water District No. 1, 
American States Water Co., Cali­ 
fornia Water. Service, Quandt 
Water Co., Moneta Water Co., 
Narbonne Water Co. No. 2 and 
No. 3, City of Torrance, and 
Dominguez Water Co., but the 
issue might be decided on pres­ 
ent needs, and make no provi­ 
sion for future rights.

It is to assure that future 
rights are given ample consider­ 
ation that the unified program 
is being suggested, touching ev­ 
ery inch of ground in Torrance.

Also parties to the proposed 
lawsuit, either as plaintiffs or 
defendants, would be such West 
Basin producers and users as 
the Southern California Water 
Co., Shell Oil Co., Richfield Oil 
Co., City of Manhattan Beach, 
Palbs Verdes Waer Co., Jbhns- 
Mansvillc Corp., Cities of Ingle- 
wood, El Segundo and Redondo 
Beach, and many others.

Alexander declared in his state­ 
ment, published in the Torrance 
Herald of June 28, that "if with­ 
drawals from the wells of the 
West Basin,were again limited 
to approximately 40,000 acre feet, 
that the basin would be In bal­ 
ance," and levels would tend to 
rise.

Alexander suggested "that if 
fair and equitable ways and 
means, on a cooperative basis, 
could be devised whereby those 
within the West Basin now en­ 
titled to use imported water 
would do so, then the basin it­ 
self would be In substantial bal­ 
ance under present conditions. 

Says Torrance Prepared
"Distributional facilities are al­ 

ready available to serve all con­ 
sumers within tho city of Tor­ 
rance . . . and "while the prob­ 
lem of working out an equitable 
solution is difficult, it Is not 
impossible and the costs to all 
concerned would be so far less 
than any possible alternate as 
to make this plan worthy of 
most serious consideration."

He stated that his presenta­ 
tion of this plan and his recom­ 
mendations tor its adoption are 
based on a^reallstic hope that 
it might prove to be a perma. 
nent solution, but that at the 
worst it would be a logical and 
useful interim solution pending 
the working out of prolonged 
litigation and further study, as 
well as the determination of the 
post-war needs of the basin fol­ 
lowing the Inevitable adjust­ 
ments which the end of tho war 
will bring.

Alexander's plan, It was de-
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1343 El Prado
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clared by Charles B. Parbury, 
district manager, California Wa­ 
ter Service Co., which serves 
Cliffton Riviera section of Tor­ 
rance, Redondo Beach and. Her- 
mosa Beach, "has not been ana­ 
lyzed, but was submitted to the 
ways and means committee for 
study."

Alexander's statement as to 
the simplicity of connections with 
the MWD supply for "all con­ 
sumers within '.he city of Tor­ 
rance" was challenged by local 
authorities who declared that to 
accomplish what the water com- 
p a n y engineer apparently be­ 
lieved already exists is the big 
problem of the community to­ 
day.

"We cannot grow without wa­ 
ter," Mayor Tolson said. "It is 
apparent that we are being 
forced into 'an immediate pro­ 
gram of unified development to 
meet the threat against our 
rights to enough water to serve 
all of the vast area of Tor­ 
rance."
